Ohio's experiments under the munici- 


pal home rule provision will 1,e watched 
with interest, because it is reasonably 
certain that all three systems will be 
tried somewhere, in the 'state, thus of- 
fering a comparison nmlor practically 
similar conditions. But it will he wcl'l 
not to expect too much. Whatever ad- 
vantage there may he in one form or an- 
other, the basic factor in pood city gov- 
ernment is the individual voter. Unless 
he, too, can bo reformed jn 
sufficient 


number to control the administration of 
affairs under the federal, commission or 
city manager system, none, of them of 
itself can attain good government.

PUDDING BELL STILL RUNG 


Church In the County Palatine Glvei 


Warning It It Time to Begin 


. Frying Pancakes. 


Concerning church bells Mr. Frank 


Hlrd tells of the. quaint customs which 
are still observed In some of the par- 
tahes In the County Palatine. 


Before the Reformation the great 


bell of the parish was rung on Shrove 
Tuesday to call the people together 
for the confession of their sins, or to 
bo "shriven;" hence the name of the 
day. "This bell," nays Mr. Hird, "it 
•till rung in some parts of Lancashire, 
and is still called the 'Pancake Bell,' 
being now regarded only as a signal 
to the people to begin frying their 
pancakes. 


"In Borne villages a bell Is rung tfs 


the congregation is leaving tho church 
after the raornlnK serrice. This is 
known as the 'Pudding Bell,' It hav- 
ing been firmly believed for many gen- 
erations that it is rung to warn those 
at home to get the dinner ready. 


"Tho origin of the ringing of this 


bell is not known, but like miny oth- 
er old customs, it still lingers in the 
remoter parts of the 
country, an- 


nouncing to the village that the serv- 
ice is over and that 'pudding time 
ha» come.' 


"So late as 1870 the curfew boll 


WM rung at Burnley, Colne, Black- 
burn. Padham, and In many 
other 


towns and villages. This, pcr'iaps, IB 
tho mos_t remarkable instance of the 
persistence of an old custom centuries 
after it has Ceased to have any rea- 
son."
